Dayton <>., March 22.— The 
greatest and most successful event 
among the deaf clrclea ever held in 
Dayton, came off Saturday evening, 
March 18th It was in the shape 
of a lecture ami social entertain- 
ment, held under the auspices of I he 
Dayton Division No. S, of " The 

Fraternal Society of the Deaf." 
The following is from a local morn- 
lag paper: 

" Probably one of the most 
unusual social gatherings id' the 
year, and one that gave every in- 
dication of being enjoyable to the 
participants, was held Saturday 

night at Miller's Hall, Main and 

Washington Streets, There were 
alinosflOO persons there, ladies and 
gentlemen, young and old." 

" A lecture on Shakespeare's 
" Twelfth Night" and a reception 
were a part of the program, but 

there wasn't one word spoken, for 

ii was an assemblage of deaf-mutes. 
An Interesting meeting it was 
indeed. Professor Albert Berg, a 
teacher, of Indianapolis, was the 
lecturer, and his audience consist- 
ed of deaf-mutes residing in Dayton, 
Cincinnati, Columbus, Springfield, 
and Richmond, It was the,renewal 
of acquaintance that constituted the 
reception proper. Prof. Berg lee 
lured primarily for i he benefit of t he 
[fraternal Society of the Deaf. 
" A representative asked him ihe 

object of Ihe society. 'The Fra- 
ternal Society of the Deaf was or- 
ganised in 1899 and has a member- 
ship of about 800,' he wrote on a 
sheet of paper for his interrogator. 
Continuing, he stated : 'Consi- 
dering the number of deaf men and 

women in this country, the men 

numbering about IP, (Kin of those 

above inbcr- 

ship of 800 is large, but it is rapidly 
increasing. It is the first and 
only organisation of the kind in the 
world, and it is therefore a slow 
matter in establishing confidence
